HEAD STRAP ADJUSTMENT 


« Attach the elastic head strap according to Fig. 1 and Fig. 2 below. 

* Adjust the length of the head strap to fit your head comfortably. 

* To loosen or tighten the head strap, simply slide the plastic strap adjuster 
forward or backward. 
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Adjustable Light Angle (Fig. 3) 
« Tilt the headlamp down to adjust the beam angle and aim the light where it is 
needed.
